UNJUST RATES 
ARE ALLEGED 


The Great No’thern Case Is 
Up Before a Special 
Examiner, 


New York, April !9.—The complaint 
of the Cambria Steel Company against 
the Great Northern Railway Company, 
alleging the enforcement of unreason- 
able rates for the transportation of 
steel rails, sixty feet in length, on 
twin cars, was heard before Special 
Examiner Martin S. Decker, of the in- 
terstate commerce commission here to- 
day. The complaint is based on a ship- 
ment of 750 cars of steel rails sixty 
feet in length from Johnstown, Pa., to 
the Seattle Electric Company, in March, 
1906.

About the only enlivening feature of 
the affair was the testimony of 
Charles Roberts, manager of Govan’s 
cigar store, who stated that when Kil-

“The evidence is Jones was assaulted 
first, and he had a right to defend 
himself.

New York, April 19.—Charles Goyndorff, 
alias Charles Earl, who was arrested yes- 
terday at the request of the New Britain, 
Conn., police, was held in $20,000 bail 
when arraigned iff police court today, 
charged with grand larceny and receiving 
stolen goods. It is alleged that Goyndorff 
was a member of a gang of wire tap- 
pers, who are believed to have obtained 
several thousand dollars .from William 
F. Walker, the absconding treasurer of 
the Savings Bank of New Britain. For- 
mer Assistant District Attorney Howard 
S. Gans, counsel for the American Bank- 
ers’ Association, which is pushing the 
case, told the magistrate that it was sus- 
pected that Goyndorff had got $100,000 
or more of the cash and securities which 
Walker had stolen. 

Bail for Goyndorff was offered by a 
well-known citizen, but on a protest from 
Assistant District Attorney Miner the 
magistrate refused to accept the surety. 
Goyndorff was locked up. 


IRISH LAND LAW 
IS AMENDED 


Estates Can Be Sold by 
Order ef the Cem- 
missioners. 


London, April 19.—By a vote of 208 to 
60 the house of commons today passed 
the second reading of the bill introduced 
by the nationalist party amending the 
Irish land acts. Under the new law the 
power of the land commissioners to ac- 
quire ¢states, sell them to tenants and 
provide the purchase money is extended 
so that they can compulsory buy out 
such landlords as Lord Clanricarde and 
others who refuse to sell, The commis- 
sioners will be empowered to themselves 
fix the price of estates to be acquired-« 

The unionists opposed the measure, 
which they described as being pure con- 
fiscation.. The attorney general for Ire- 
land, Mr. Cherry, in behalf of the gov- 
ernment, approved the principle of the 
measure, but he said in consequence of 
the congestion of business it could not 
become a law during the present session 
of parliament, 


ALLEGED PLOT 
BEING PROBED 


Have 


Anarchis's Said to 
Planned Roesevelt’s 
Death, 


Newark, N. J., April 19.—An alleged 
plot on the part of the Pennsylvania an- 
archists, who are said to have head- 
quarters at Hazelton, to assassinate 
President Roosevelt, is being investigated 
by the United States service. Informa- 
tion which led to the investigation was 
given to the officers by Chief of Police 
Adams a few days ago just before he 
shot and killed himself. The chief told 
the secret service officials that he ob- 
tained his information from Jean Bar- 
tula, who recently came here from Au- 
denreid, Pa. and who claims to be a 
member of the band of conspirators. He 
said they had gone back on him and it 
was a desire to be revenged upon them 
that he exposed the plot. He gave Chief 
Adams the names of several persons 
who, he sald, were implicated in the 
plot, and further said that Czolgosz, who 
assassinated President McKinley, had 
been a member of the band. 

Chief Flynn, of the New York district 
of the United States secret service, has 
had several men at work on the case 
ever since the information was given 
him by Chief Adams. They have inter- 
viewed Bartula and h etold them prac- 
tically the same story, 


Late Report of Typhoon. 

Berlin, April 19.—Colgnial Director 
Dernburg informed the budget commit- 
tee of the reichstag today that a cable 
niessage had been received from the gov- 
ernor of the island of Yan announcing 
that a disastrous typhoon swept over 
the Caroline islands on Good Friday, 
March 29, and that 230 of thé 800 na- 
tives of the Uluthi group were drowned; 
that the cocoanut trees were destroyed, 
and that a famine threatened the surviv- 
ing natives. The steamer Planet, of the 
German navy, Which hag been engaged in 
geodetic work, and the. steamer Germa- 
nia of the Jaluit company, proceeded 
to the Uluthi islands, taking food and 
help. It is proposed to bring as many 
of the suffering natives as possfble to the 
Pelew and Ladrone islands.

The firemen on 
entering discovered a nephew of the 
marchesa. He was also insane.

COMPLAINT MADE 
UF TAA UN LOANS 


Claim Tax on Foreign Cor- 
porations Almost Prohiitive 


From Alabama Is the Charge Made 
by State Senator Teasley, Who 
Says the Governor Had Bill 
Passed After Defeat in 
Both Houses, 


Montgomery, Ala., April 19.—(Special.)— 
State Senator Charles Teasley, of Mont- 
gomery county, has given out an inter- 
view in which he says that the law tax- 
ing loans made by foreign corporations 


is a product of the governor and passed 
as a result of the pressure brought to 
bear by the executive after the feature 
complained of haq been defeated by both 
houses. Many of the leading cities of the 
State have made complaint that the new 
law is keeping foreign capital out of the 
state, and already the business interests 
are beginning to be badly hurt by it. 

There are two taxes really on this 
class of business, one on admission and 
the other a franchise. On the loaning of a 
million dollars the lender would have to 
pay, if a new company, $1,070 to get in, 
and $1,070 taxes, which fs almost pro- 
hibitive. It would raise the interest rates 
above 8 per cent, the legal rate, and 
make it impossible for the outside com- 
panies to do business in the state. it is 
urged. It is reported that at feast one 
of the companies—one that has loaned 
more than a million fn the state—has de- 
cided to get out, and has instructed 
agents to call in all loans as they be- 
come due. 

Mr. Teasley says that the bill was 
amended at his suggestion in the senate 
to place the tax at one-fifth of | per 
cent, though he was fin favor of exempt- 
ing them. The senate dgreed with him 
on a vote of !I9 to 5. The house 
agreed in about the same ratio. Then the 
bill went to the governor, and hs sent it 
back with objections to the amen3ment. 
His influence in the two houses defeated 
it, and the bill was signed with the heavy 
tax feature jn it, about which the indus- 
trial sections especially are making a 
great kick. Speaking of the workings of 
the bill, Mr. Teasley says: 

“The foreign loan companies have been 
making long-time loans at 6 per cent. 
They were not competitors of the banks, 
for the banks did not make long-time 
loans, and the banks received 8 per cent. 
I knew that if the bill became law the 
loan companies would have to charge at 
least 8 per cent, and it was doubtful if 
they would continue in the state at that 
rate.”’ 

Mayor Must Pay Bank. 

Montgomery, Ala., April 19.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court has again ruled 
against W. M. Drennen, mayor of Bir- 
mingham for three terms, in holding 
that he was not entitled to pay in excess 
of the statutory salary of $2500 for 
cities of the size of Birmingham. In so 
holding the court of last state resort de- 
crees that the aforetime head of the 
Magic City government must pay back 
the sum of $2,165.48. The case has been 
to the supreme court three times. It 
was brought by George Griffin, a tax 
payer. 

Alabama Laws Published. 

Montgomery, Ala., April 19.—(Special,)— 
| Secretary of State Frank N. Julian has 
just completed and had printed a com- 
plete pamphlet of the general laws passed 
by the first session of the legislature. 
which is good work for the time he has 
to get them up. They fill a book of 423 
pages. The books contain all the laws 
other than local acts, which are not con- 
tained in such a book.

President Roosevelt ig study!ng over 
a new departure Im politics which, wheth- 
er it is carried out to any practical] result 
or not, is certain to excite widespread 
discussion among public men the country 
over. The agitation for publicity of cam- 
paign expenses and various laws in the

1. That .the duty devolves upon the 
people in the south, if they desire Ku- 
ropean immigrants, to use every effort to 
satisfy them after arrival. 

2. That for a considerable period 
passage of each and every immigrant wil] 
have to be prepaid. 

3. That until such time as the wage 
scale of the south ay proaches more near! 
that obtaining through the north and 
west, il is hopeless to exnéct white labor 
ers to come to the south in preference to 
the north. 

4. That our attitude throughout the 
south toward the white laborer will have 
to be materially altered before we can 
expect to have the immigrant remain as 
a laborer with us. 

5. That we have been proceeding up to 
this time on a purely artificial and un- 
natural plan in reference to this subject 
of immigration; that nowhere has it ever 
been possible to bring the laborer first. 
and that all successful immigration move- 
ments have been started by the settler, 
and followed by the laborer. 

6. That an effort should be made to in- 
terest the business thinking men throvgh- 
out the entire south from now on, in a 
combination of effort on the lines of colo- 
nization. 

Immigrants Must Be Satisfied. 

Those who are behing the southern im- 
migration. movement have acted largely 
upon the presumption that all that was

were here, the condition of labor scarcity 
would be relieved. ; 

They have not thought sufficiently of 
the intensely practica] question inyolved 
in making the immigrant satisfied with 
his new home after he gets here. Tf he 
does not receive wages equal to those his 
friends in north and northwest are 
recciving; if the conditions that surround 
his work and the social side of life in the 
south not equally advantageous, he 
cannot be expeeted to become enthusias: 
fic and to sendafor his friends and rela- 
tives to join hini here. Some of the diffi- 
culties which are mentioneg by Mr. Geds- 
den and which deserve special emphasis, 
are that the new comers in a country are 
always settlers. If the first colonists are 
advantageously located and surrounded 
with the comforts and conveniences that 
makes life attractive, they will invite 
their friends and relatives to join them, 
and the labor market will then be sup- 
plied. 

Because an immigrant is willing to do 
menial work which has formerly been 
performed by the negro. does not ‘signify 
that he will he conte to be treated 
we treat the negro. It js pointed out that 
wages in the south are row largely based 
upon negro labor, which is inferior labor. 
and the industrious white emigrant can- 
not and will not consent to work at s'mi- 
lar wages and under ‘like conditions of 
employment.

Summerville, Ga. April 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Four negro convicts, who reé- 
cently escaped from the Durham coal 
mines, at Pittsburg, entered the home 


of J. E.’ Denson, in Chattooga count- 
ty, securing clothing and provisions 
and $50 in money. They threw of? 
their convict garb and put on some of 
the stolen clothes. A posse formed 
and chased them. 

About 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
they were overtaken in a patch of 
woods, and the posse began firing 
upon them. One convict was killed 
and two others wounced, perhaps 
fatally. The fourth convict escape. 
The sheriff of Chattooga county 
reached the scene after the shooting. 
He carried the wounded and dead to 
this place. 

This accounts for all of the nine 
negroes who escaped from the Durham 
mine. Five were captured near the 
mines, and only one is still at liberty. 
None of the three white escapes has 
been heard of since the twelve got 
away. The escape was effected by one 
of the negroes, a preacher named Sam 
Johnson, gaining possession of a key 
that unlockec a gate to an abandoned 
wing of the mines. The convicts then 
found a weak place, through which 
they dug in a short time.

Dun’s Weekly Review. 

New York, April 19.—R. G. Dun 7% Co.’s 
Weekly Review tomorrow will say: 

“Spring trade devel@ps.slowly because 
of unseasonable weather, but the lost 
ground will be recovered in large meas- 
ures when normal temperature prevails. 
Cold weather has prevailed over an unu- 
sually large area, retarding agricultural 
iprogress, as well as trade in light-weight 
wearing apparel and other spring goods, 
bot similar had starts in other years 
have sometimes brought most favorable 
results. The only actual damage of any 
account is reported in some winter wheat 
ficlds of the southwest, where insects 
and douth combine to injure grain, and 
on most of this area some other crop has 
been rlanted. Wholesale business for 
later seasons on a liberal scale, building 
operations are active and leading manu- 
facturing plants are busy. ‘ Few dMabor 
struggles retard work in the industries. 
Little complaint is heard regarding 
freight blockades. 

“Citlet conditions in the pig iron mar- 
ket were to be exmected after the large 
| sales of last week; and production has 
been solq so far ahead that quotations 
are fully maintained. ‘Leadirg furnace 
interests have sold their output up to 
the end of the year, but some smaller 
producers still accept orders ‘or delivery 
during the second ha.. 

‘‘In the steel decartment there is an in- 
creasing’ scarcity of billets that handicaps 
consumers. The wire trade is especially 
disturbed because demand has been so 
urgent that stocks could not be accumu- 
lateg for spring businéss. Progress in 
buikiing operations has brought out re- 
quirements for structural shapes that 
cannot be satisfactorfiy met. Thus far 
only a smal] part of the season's business 
in bars has been place? by makers of 
agricuitural implements, leaving much 
for futwre arrangement. No change has 
appeared in the primary markets for tex- 
tile fabrics, prices ruling firm and mills 
are well occupied. Resales of cotton’ are 
reported, but without adverse effect; buy- 
ers being ready to take all offerings at 
second hands. While the coarse yarns 
section is the least active, there is no 
accumulation of goods, and there is less 
indication of speculation. Few actual 
alterations have occurred in prices of 
eotton goods, but the tendency is still 
upward, premiums being ‘requently paid 
in order to secure satisfactory deliveries, 
A swoporting’ feature is the curtailment 
ef production, which is unavoidable be- 
cause of the scarcity of labor. 

“Export demand is still slow.
